A $200 BOND. 


Action Started by Ald. Harkin, Whose 
Ordinance Is Violated. 


Eight theater managers, including Harry J. 
Powers, manager of Powers’ theater, and 
Will J. Davis, manager of the Illinois theater, 
were arrested last evening on warrants charg- 
ing violation of the anti-speculating ordi- 
nance. Three speculators aleo were arrested. 
The men went to the Harrigon street station 
and surrendered themselves after the war- 
rants had been served om them by detectives 
from Capt. O'Brien's office. They were re- 
leased in bonde of $200 each and the cases 
were set for hearing before Judge Fake in the 
Harrison street court this morning. 
The managers were charged with violating 
two sections of the ordinance covering the 
subject of theater ticket speculating. These 
sections provide that managers shall provide 
diagrams of their houses showing the num- 
ber and location of every seat in the theater, 
and that the diagram shall be checked off as 
fast as the tickets are sold. 
The foregoing is the provision of section - 
118. Section 119 makes it incumbent upon 
theater managers to print a notice on every 
ticket to the effect that the ticket is a 
‘* revocable license’’ and not acceptable if 
holder has bought, it from speculators. 
Section 121, which is the amended section 
recently passed by the city council prohibit- 
ing epeculation in theater tickets everywhere 
within the city limits, is the one under which 
the three “ brokers ’’ were,arrested.

Devastate Roumania. 


FEAR ATTACK ON 


Guard Strengthened to Protect King; 
Brutal Acts Reported. 


VIENNA, March 26.—A: dispatch received 
here from the frontier of Roumania says 
the advance of 
Bucharest eontinben. Up to the present 
time it has been found impossible to divert 
them. 

There is great alarm in the Roumanian 
capital. 

The garrisons in eighteen of the forte form- 
ing the defense of the city have been in- 
creased, and the royal palace, where King 
Carol and Queen Carmen Sylva reside, is 
strongly protected by soldiers. 

The artillery has been supplied with shrap- 
nel and ordered to use it on the peasants if 
necessary to keep them out of the capital. 

The rising of the peasants is directed not 
only against the Jews but also against the 
Christian landowners. 
Reports of sanguinary encounters are te- 
celved constantly, and each day shows the 
disorders to be more deep seated and far 
reaching and the situation more serious. 


2,000 Peasants Sack Town. 
There was severe fighting in the streets 
of Petresou today when 2,000 peasants, led 
by three students, entered the city and 
sacked and destroyed many buildings, in- 
cluding the palace of Prince Stirbey. 

In the districts of Teleorman and Vlashica 
twenty-three landed proprietors have been 
killed and forty-two villages have been 
burned down. 

Probably the most serious engagement oc- 
curred at Alexandria, about fifty miles from 
Bucharest, where sixty men were killed and 
800 wounded before the troops succeeded in 
dispersing the rioters. 

The movement has extended through the 
entire province of Wallachia, and almost 
every hour brings a report of a more or less 
bloody encounter between the soldtery and 
the peasante in some fresh locality. 

In the district of Zimminca a number of 
farms, most of them belonging to Rou- 
manians, have been plundered, and it is re- 
ported that the towns of Zimminca and Zarat 
have been devastated. 


Kill Babies, Then Mother. 


There ie little doubt that some terrible 
brutalities have been committed by  tri- 
umphant peasants. An apparently authentic 
story is that of the marauders who entered a 
house where a Jewess mother with twin 
infants was found, and of their wringing 
the infants’ necks in the mother’s presence 
and then Killing the woman. A band of 
peasants set fire todifty farmhouees in Alex- 
andria district. In one instance they wrapped 
a tenant in hay and threw him into the 
flames, where he perished. At another farm 
four children were torn limb from limb.

T have had some experience of this kind 
in the postoffice and I have adopted an in- 
variable rule there which works excellently, 
that no matter can be presented to me as an 
original thing until it has been passed upon 
by the head of the department. I believe 
that in the city government we ought to se- 
lect men to put at the head of the different 
departments who have some standing in the 
community, who have some stake in the suc- 
cess of the administration, and who have a 
reputation to make or to lose as administra- 
tors of the public business, If you pick out 
that kind of a man it ts only a fair thing 
that you should give him a fair shake in his 
own department. 

“It is not right that the mayor should be 
bothered with details of city administration 
and it is not fair to the head of a depart- 
ment that these details should be presented 
to the mayor over his head or without his 
decision. If the right kind of a man is se- 
lected in the first place the head of a depart- 
ment ought to be competent [to decide all 
matters of detail, Nothing should reach the 
mayor from the different departments of the 
city government except matters of policy 
and of general principles alone. If you elimi- 
nate the details from the daily work of a 
mayor or a governor you will reduce the 
labor of his office to the lowest notch.” 


Firemen Get Plain Talk. 

Just to illustrate this-adminisirative poins 
of view which is so sensible and which, if 
applied to the city affairs, ought to be so 
successful, it is only necessary to tell the 
story of the arrival of a deputation of fire- 
men to see Mr. Busse some little time ago. 
There were two or three sets of these fire- 
men. They were all good men. They repre- 
sented the best in the fire department. Each 
was headed by an officer of acknowledged 
rank and ability. Each had appeared in 
behalf of a particular candidate for marshal, 
and each crowd hoped to secure from the 
candidate for mayor a definite promise of 
support. What they did get must have sur- 
prised them because.they were dealing with 
a man who had been chiefly known in the 
city as a consummate and experienced polt- 
ticilan. The talk they heard was something 
like this: 

“JT don’t object to your coming in behalf 
of any particular candidate for marshal. I 
may as well tell you, however, that I have 
the man already picked out, so far as I am 
I don’t know whether 
he will accept the place, and, of course, I 
don’t know whether I will be elected mayor 
or not, but if I am mayor and he wants to 
be marshal he will be marshal. 

“ What I want you to understand !s that 
the man I pick out as marshal of the fire 
department will be expected to fill that office. 
I shall hold him personally responsible for 
the conduct of the fire department. 


No Politics in Department. 

“There will be no politics.in the fire de- 
partment if I can help it. If there are any 
politics I will run them myself and the 
marshal will have nothing to do but to at- 
tend to the businese of his own department. 
So long as he does attend to that business 
I shall expect every Jast man of you to pre- 
sent your grievances, if you have any, to the 
fire marshal and not tome, I will never, at 
any time, listen to anything which has not 
been paseed upon by the chief of the depart- 
ment. You will lave the right of appeal, as 
a matter of justice, but that appeal will al- 
ways he in the presence of the fire marshal, 
and he will have a chance to present his side 
of the case. 

‘“T will.not select a man for the head of 
the department in whom I cannot have im- 
plicit confidence. I shall look to him to man- 
age his own department, and if there are 
mistakes he,will be responsible. If his de- 
partment is successful he will have the 
credit. If I am elected mayor no member of 
the fire department will have the slightest 
difficulty in securing access to me, but, on 
the other hand, I will not run the fire de- 
partment. That is the work of the fire mar- 
shal.’’ 

Now, the funny thing about it is that this 
sort of talk exactly sulted'the firemen. They 
were tickled to death to discover that they 
were up against a man who would listen to 
suggestions, but who did not propose to run 
with the “ masheen.”’ This interview ought 
to be an instructive one to the people. It ex- 
plains the dominant capacity of this man 
with the plain people; this big fellow who is 
contented in his upstairs flat over the coal 
office in Sedgwick street, and who tells with 
pardonable pride how he takes his mother 
out riding on a Sunday, “‘ just to see how 
far Fullerton avenue goes” and for other 
equally reasonable purposes, for the ex- 
ploitation of which, Fred Busse says, with 
democratic frankness, a ‘‘ horse is infinitely 
better than an auto.” 


Would Be Oredit to City. 

People who think that as mayor Fred 
Busse would be ornamental, or would cause 
outside visitors to the city hall to marvel 
at the personal pulchritude of Chicago's chief 
executive, are entirely beside the mark. He 
is not at all that kind ofa man. He is essen- 
tially a man of the people. He would be out 
of place on the Lake Shore driveor Michigan 
boulevard, so far as his household is con- 
cerned, yet at the same time he would pre- 
side at a meeting of the city council or be 
the guest of honor at a great public banquet 
and do his duty in either capacity to the 
credit of himself and his city. He is the kind 
of a man who does things. One has only to 
sit in his private office downstairs, to realize 
that fact. He is completely in touch with 
the throbbing life of the city, and he is by 
no means ignorant of any public question 
which is interesting the people at the present 
time. ; 

‘“‘ Are you going to be elected?’’ Lasked. 

Without the slightest hesitation, and with 
the characteristic frankness of the trained 
politiciam, the republican candidate for 
mayor replied: 

“I believe Iam. Iam not certain of any- 
thing in politics, but I am about as certain 
of this election as I could be of anything. 
I have implicit confidence In Jim Reddick, 
Jim Pease, Dan Campbell, and the others 
who are managing this campaign. I know 
them and I know the way théy work. I be- 
lieve what they tell me and have entire con- 
fidence in their reports. Therefore I feel. cer- 
tain that I shall be ted mayor and I have 
begun to study the work with that idea in 
view. 

“If I am not elected, at least I shall know 
that I have made an honest campaign and 
that the people have not been misled as to 
me or as to my record, or as to my capacity 
to do the work of meyor of the city of Chi- 


cago.”

The wards in which the league makes no 
recommendations or expresses no preferences 
are the Second, Tenth, Thirteenth, Nine- 
teenth, and Twenty-third. The Nineteenth 
is ‘distinguished from the others in being 
classed as ‘‘hopeless.’’ In the other four 
neglected wards the candidates are neither 
recommended nor condemned. 


What the Thirty-one Believe. 

The platform of the league which all the 
candidates it recommended pledged them- 
selves to carry out reads: 

“ I believe that the office of alderman in- 
volves service for the whole people and fs 
nonpartisan in its nature; and that all coun- 
cil committees should be organized strictly 
on a baets of integrity and fitness without 
regard to party. 

“I believe that the city should havea strict 
and business like system of accounting and 
auditing, and that appropriations should be 
kept within the revenue. , 

“I believe that the streets of Chicago 
should not be given away to individuals or 
public service corporations, and that all fran- 
chises creating special privileges in, over, 
under, or across streets, or any other public 
property, should be granted only upon full 
compensation therefor. 

“I believe that no future franchises for 
street railways, gas, or electric plants, or 
other public utilities should be granted with- 
eut expressly reserving the opportunity for 
municipal ownership at or before the expitra- 
tion of the grant; that such grants should 
require the best possible service for the 
public and the use of the most approved ap- 
pliances, reserving to the council the power 
to make reasonable regulations at all times 
for this purpose. f 

“TI believe that the application of the 
referendum to such matters of grave public 
importance as the issuance of municipal 
bonds has for years operated with distinct 
advantage. and that the opportunity should 
be afforded for its application to the settle- 
ment of all important policies with reference 
to public utilities. 


Franchises of Short Terms. 


*T believe that all franchises should be for 
as short a term as practicable and should not 


j} In any case exceed twenty years: that all 


franchises to a given corporation should ex- 
pire at the same time, and that no franchise 
for branch Mnes or extensions should run 
beyond the time when the main franchise 
expires; and that all franchises should pro- 
vide for uniformity and publicity of accounts. 

“I believe that all public service corpo- 
rations are entitled to a fair return on the 
actual value of the tangible property em. 
ployed by them !nm conducting public enter- 
prises over and above all proper and legitt- 
mate expenses; and that the remaining tn- 
come from such public enterprises belongs to 
the people and should be realized by them in 
reduced rates or a percentage of the gross 
receipts as direct compensation, or both. 

“I belleve that, in addition tothe foregoing 
provisions, all grants or extensions of street 
railway franchises to the existing companies 
should require that such companies expressly 
waive all claims under the so-called ninety- 
nine year act. 

“I believe in the application of the merit 
system to the civil service and in the strict 
ehforcement of the civil service laws. 

“If elected, I wil] spend the requisite time 
in looking after the physical and sanitary 
needs of my ward,” 


Fears for Next Council. ‘ 
In its introductory statement the report, 
which is signed by’ Dr. Henry B. Favill as 
president and George C. Sikes as secretary, 
speaks of the league’s early bulletin in which 
it. was set forth that the need of the council 
ig now not so much honest aldermeh as more 
efficient aldermen, and on this point says: 
“ The hope expressed for marked improve- 
ment in the efficiency of the city council as

SCRUBWOMEN IN CITY HALL 
FEEL CAMPAIGN GRAFTING. 


Least Paid of Employes Are “Shaken”’ 
Down to Help Mayor’s Chances at the 
Polls. 


Having exhausted the resources of the po- 
lice and fire departments, Mayor Dunne’s 
campaign fund is now to be replenished at 
the expense of the humbler body of civic 
servants. The flat went forth yesterday that 
the janitors, elevator men, starters, and even 
the women employed as scrubbers in the city 
hall were required to contribute $5 apiece to 
the cauge. : 

Chief Janitor James Connors and Starter 
Jacobs were intrusted with collecting the 
money, their requests being met with a wail of 
diamay from involuntary contributots, from 
whose viewpoint $5 meant a large proportion 
of their weekly salary. 

No such blundering methods were used as 
threats in case of refusal, the men and women 
being approached politely with a mild ques- 
tion as to how much they would wish to con- 
tribute toward paying the expenses of Mayor 
Dunne‘’g campaign. At the same time it was 
hinted that $5 would be the minimum amount 
which could be contributed from such highly 
paid employés whose gratitude to the mayor 
moreover could surely not be measured by 
any smaller sum. A few hints as to certain 
measures of reform which Mayor Dunne 
might consider necessary in the service of 
the city hall and the rest was left to the 
imagination.

upon him. Moreever, the latter will have the 
support of Senator Dick, who is the head of 
the Ohio machine. 


Dick Machine Strong Factor. 


Unpopular ag political machines are now- 
adays, there is not the slightest doubt that 
the Dick organization will prove a tower of 
strength to the senjor senator. 

To offset Foraker, Secretary Taft has the 
ardent support: of President Roosevelt and 
the railroad record of Foraker, which is less 


liked ‘by’ Ohioans than is generally believed. 


The president cannot enter personally into 
a campaign in behalf of his secretary of wat, 
but he can emphasize in a thousand and one 
wavs his preference. 

Finding his political fate bound up with that 
of the secretary, Representative Burton, too, 
will struggle manfully to compass the defeat 
of their common foe. Had Taft had his way, 
the senatorship never would have been joined 
with the presidential struggle. Before he left 
Washington he stated that neither he nor 
his friends proposed to be involved in a quar- 
rel-over the senatorship. In other words, he 
wanted the door left open- through which 
Foraker could enter and tender his support. 


Foraker Out for a Killing. 


But the senator deliberately has closed the 
door, as if- he wants to make a ‘*kiHing” of 
all his foes. It ' may be necessary now’ for 
the president and Secretary Taft to aid Bur- 
ton, and the latter will be the only enemy of 
Foraker to’ get any profit out of what the 
latter has done. 

Senator Foraker believes his.friend In Ohio 
will approve this policy, and will uphold him 
in the opinion that the president of the United 
States has no right to deny to him the priv- 
jlege of running for ‘the presidential office if 
his constitutents desire him to do ¢o. 

His resentment ig the stronger because 
Roosevelt, Taft; and Burton, the big trio ar- 
rayed againet him, have all enjoyed his favor. 


1 Although most of the Ohio patronage has 


heen withheld from him, his friends point out 
that he was responsible for the Indorsement 
of Roosevelt by the Ohio conv ention in 1908;

Machine: Maker, Goes to Law for 
Vast Sum—Has Already Lost Same 
Suit in French and English Courts 
After Hard Fights. 


New York, March 26.—[Special.]—Clatming 
that under the ante-nuptial agreement he is 
entitled’ to the major portion of $20,000,000, 
Paul Charles William Sohége, third husband 
of the widow of Isaac Merritt Singer, has in- 
stituted a suit in the Chancery courtiof New 
Jersey to gain possession of the vast sum 
left in trust by his wife. -The Singér Manu- 
facturing company of Elizabethport and the 
children: and grandchildren of Mrs. Sohege 
are the defendants in the action, which prom- 
ises to become notable in the annals of inter- 
national will contests. 


Has Lost Two Suits Abroad. 

' The husband’s case has already been 
thrown out of’ the courts of France, and has 
been decided against him by the chancery 
division of the higher court of England. To 
enable him to sue in this country, Sohege has 
assigned a one-twentieth Interest in his claim 
to Joseph I. Ryan of Jersey City, who fs 
made a co-complainant. Argument tn the 
matter began before Vice Chancellor Pitney 
in Newark today. 

The action ig to determine ‘the dieposition 
of 5.574 shares of Singer company stock 
which constituted a stock dividend on 2,877 
shares of the same company, the origina! 
owner of which was the widow of the founder 
of the great sewing machine concern. rie 
died’ a quarter of a century ago, leaving ‘a 
fortune of $30.

Hnist named. Ropsart, who appeared in Paris 
as the Vicomte d’'Estimbourg. He died in 
1887. 

Claimant Is Third Husband. 

Four years later the former Mrs. Singer 
married her third husband, the present econ- 
testant of her will. He was a- well known 
Parizian. Her two daughters. Princess de 
Soey-Mcntbelaird and the Duchess de Cazes, 
are deeply concerned in the present suit. 

Prior @ her sécond matrimonial venture 
Mrs. Singer entered into an ante-nuptial 
agreement which, also specifically included 
“any future +husband."’ This is the basis of 
Sohege’s action. The agreement was that 
the income of the Singer holdings should be 
paid to her during her life and after her 
death to be held for all or any of her children 
and by her then intended or any future hus- 
band. 

The Singer company a few years ago tripled 
its capital by. declaring a stocR dividend out 
of its surplus. This gave 5,574 additional 
shares to the estate left by Mrs. Singer- 
Schege, which is under direction of trustees. 
Sohege’ claims this should be regarded as in- 
come, and,. therefore, not a.part of the trust

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, March 26.—In an interview to- 
day Lord Nathan Mayer Rothschild seid: 

“ Why all this talk of apanic? Thereisno 
panic. There has been a certain amount of 
selling on account of the attacks made on 
property, and consequently prices have been 
depressed. But there is no foundation for 
many. stateménts that are being made.’ 

Lord Rotischild’s: opinion is the depression 
was partly caused by the American situation 
and partly to the attack upon home rails. 
He believes the monthly settlement will pass 
over without much trouble, and also that 
there will be a big reaction soon. One fact 
has been recognized, he egaid, and that was 
that it wae useless to attack capital and ex- 
pect employment to be found for labor. 


Socialistic Tendency Cause. 

Continuing, he declared it was the fear of 
the socialistic tendeneies of the present Brit- 
ish government that had demoralized the 
j,ondon market for British railroad securities 
for more than a year, whereas the intrinsic 
condition of trade in England, as in America, 
was excellent. 

There had been nothing yet to indicate what 
effect the overwhelming condemnation of 
socialism and municipal ownership given 
in the local elections this month would have 
upon the policy of Premier. Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman. The liberal party knew full 
well that. public opinion, which gave it its 
great majority fifteen months ago, is now 
reversed, but there is no indication the gov- 
ernment is willing to yield to. the .obvigus 
popular will. It could remain in power if 
it chose five years more, but the house of 
lords could be. depended. upon to veto any 
radical measures. 

Fears No Harm from Commons. 

The present liberal house of commons had, 
nevertheless, considerable powers for mis- 
chief, but it was.a question whether Kk would 
dare exereise them. It was against the tra- 
ditions. of English politics for the party in 
power thus to defy public opinion. 

There ts a large section of the financial 
world which shares Lord Rothschild’s op- 
timism,. and belHeves the danger of British 
prosperity in the hands of the government is 
rapidly disappearing. 

Asto what may bethe case in America, few 
care to express an opinion. They point out 
that the British have learned the fallacy of 
the socialistic theories in practice by bitter 
experience. They wonder whether America 
ie willing to learn by England's example, or 


| if it prefers to reach the same conclusion by 


disastrous experiments.

New York, March 26.—[{Special.}—Much in- 
terest wae aroused In the financial district 
today by Indications that Secretary Cortel- 
you proposes to redeem all of the outstand- 
ing 4s of 1907 either prior to or on their ma- 
turity, which is July 1. The amount of the

deemed prior to this morning.

IN THE WORLD, , 
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The death at the age of 85 years of the 
- first white male child born in Chicago calls 
renewed attention to the youth of the city. 
It ig so common a thing to read of the 
’ death of a person who came here in a 
w before the days of the railroads, or 
who-was born on the site of some well 

building in the crowded loop dis- 
telet, that the significance of such state- 
ments is overlooked. 

When the marvelous accomplishments 
during the span of a single lifetime are 
_ @onsidered there is abundant reason for 
great civic pride. The development from 
@ rude fort and five small houses to a 
eommunity containing within its borders 
and its immediate envirens about as many 
people as there were in the American 
colonies when they took up arms against 
Great Britain was seen by one man. The 
progress has been remarkable. There 
seem to be no signs of any diminution. 
The story of Chicago is facet and yet far 
more interesting than fiction. The actual 
results are apparept to prove the truth of 
the tale. , 

There are many imperfections easily 
noted. Every city has them. Even those 
places whose roots are buried deep-in past 
centuries have their own probleme of dirt 
and smoke and misery. The standard for 
judging Chicago ought to be that by which 
other cities are judged. If there are mani- 
fest weaknesses and shortcomings it ié fair 


"te gek for comparisons with other. places 
"of the same age. There is occasional in- 


dication that more is demanded of Chicago 
than should be asked of a community less 
than a century old. 

It it were possible to place side by side 
pictures showing the Chicago of the time 
of Beaubien’s birth and the Chicago of 
today and then to make a comparison with 
similar pietures of the smal} beginnings 
of any other city and eighty years later, 
there would be no occasion for any feeling 
but just pride on the part of the Chicago 
citizen. A great deal has been done in 
four score years. Much of what has not 
been done may rightly be accounted for by 
reason of the city’s youth. 

The outlook for the future is even more 
encouraging than the record of the past. 
The achievements of the lifetime of Beau- 
bien are but prophecies of still greater 
things to come. With material prosperity 
assured, the city is reaching out for the 
higher things of life. What it may be 
_ eighty-five years hence no one can imagine. 
It has developed in a region of growth 
during a period of marvelous activity. It 
is easy to assert that similar conditions 
will not attend its future. : But there are 
thousands who believe in its destiny and 
who will work hard to make it one of the 
greatest cities in the world, when judged 
by the most severe standards of criticism.

THE BUSINESS MEN. 

It has been the bad practice of many 
Chicago business men to allow city elec- 
tions to be decided by other votes than 
theirs. In that way they have often opened 
the door to bad government and then com- 
plained because they got it. The indica- 
tions are that they will not be guilty of 
criminal neglect this year. 

The people of a great city must have 
means of getting from their homes to their 
work. Where the means are lacking in- 
dustry suffers and trade is hurt. There 
is a dally waste of time and strength by 
workers. Naturally the business men, 
whether they do business on a large or a 
small scale, unite in protesting against the 
bad street car service. It is an imposition 
on them and their customers. 

The business men have an opportunity to 
get the better traction service they want, 
All they have to do is to vote for the pend- 
ing ordinances, and for Mr. Busse, who 
approves of them. Mayor Dunne.once said 
he did, but he began abusing them when 
his political master told him he must, “ As 
the prompter breathes, the puppet 
squeaks.” 

There have been nearly two years o 
Dunne administration, During that time 
city affairs have been run in defiance of 
business principles. The business men see 
the consequences in poor but costly pave- 
ments and ill kept streets. They see the 
county administration erecting a splendid 
public building. The Dunne administra- 
tion will have no such evidence of con- 
structive ability. 

The business men keep their employés at 


their proper work. They wish city em- 


ployés to be similarly occupied. They are 
treated to the sight of policemen taken 
from their regular work and made to busy 
themselves with political canvassing and 
bulldozing. Men whd choose to put Busse 
instead of Dunne pictures in their windows 
are threatened with police vengeance if 
they do not haul down the colors they wish 
to fight under. If a summary stop shall 
not be put to this police intimidation It 


will be carried to even greater lengths. If 


Mayor Dunne were to be reélected, four 
years hence the whole police foree, instead 
of a part, might be ordered to let the 
eriminals alone and do none but political 
work. 

This year the business men have a 
chanee to get a business administration, 
one that will be progressive and efficient, 
fraitful in good works. No great exertion 
on their part will be required. All they 
wil) have to do will be to go te the polls 
next week and vote for Mr. Busse. The 
business man who does not do that will be 
untrue to his own individual interests and 


those ef the community, 


THE STATES AND THE RAILROADS. 
The day before yesterday the Iowa sen- 
ate passed seven bills relating to railroads. 
This does not show a lack of diligence, but 
there are complaints that too little atten- 
tion is being paid to the railroad question, 
The senate is blamed for not having acted 
on the reciprocal demurrage bill sent it by 
the house. ; 

If all the railroad legislation enacted by 
state legislatures this year, or which will 
be enacted before they adjourn, were to be 
tabulated # would make a formidable 
showing. It would justify the statement 
of Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Knapp that “the most serious and diffi- 
cult phase of the situation, and the great- 
est menace to the needed development of 
our railroad systems, is the hostile atti- 
tude of the states.”’ 

Much state legislation is hurried and 
inconsiderate. The lawmakers meet, as a 
rule, once every two years. They have 
many matters to attend to and they hasten 
to get through with them and go home. 
Congress is deliberate. It considers most 
subjects carefully before passing on them. 
State legislatures pass laws without trying 
to find out how they will be likely to work, 
If they think the people approve of rail- 
road regulation they will proceed to regu- 
late the roads, but-not in such a man- 
ner as to interfere with the perquisites of 
legislators. That explains why it is so 
much harder to get through an anti-pass 
law than one reducing passenger rates. 

As Commissioner Knapp says: “ Seri- 
ous trouble is likely to result unless by 
some means tolerably harmonious action 
as between federal and state authorities 
can be brought about.” State legislation 
applies only to the railroad as the carricr 
of intrastate freight, but that legisiation 
may affect the road as a carrier of inter- 
state freight. One of the bills the lowa 
state senate is blamed for not having acted 
on fixes the average rate of speed of stock 
trains at eighteen miles an hour. If a 
state were to do much regulating of that 
kind it might easily derange the entire 
freight system of a railway. In theory 
the railroad: business subject to state con- 
trol and that subject to federal contro! are 
quite distinct, but legislation which affects 
the one is apt to affect the other, 

The ILlinois legislature has not taken 
final action on any of the important rai)- 
road measures which are before it. It 


deserves praise rather than blame for pro- | 


ceeding deliberately. It is reasonably cer- 
tain that if many states shall indulge in 
hasty and ill considered railroad legislation 
there will be a clash with the federal gov- 
ernment which will end in- the assumption 
of a larger measure of control by the lat- 
ter. If the states wish to retain all the 
power they have over railroads they should 
content themselves with a moderate and 
judicious use of it. 
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A REBELLIOUS COUNTY. 

St. Clair county, Mo., has been in a 
state of passive resistance to the United 
States government for over thirty-one 
years. Qn July 14, 1875, the holders of 
bonds of St. Clair county, issued in pay- 
ment for a railroad which was never 
built, got in the United States District 
eourt a judgment against the county. To 
secure the payment of the judgment it is 
necessary for the County court to order | 
a tax levy. This the court has refused to , 
do. Each successive county judge must. 
successfully evade the United States 
marshals or spend his term in jail for con- | 
tempt of court. So far not one holder of | 
the office has refused to do what the peo- 
ple expect of him. ) 

This continued successful resistance of . 
ee we court shows a defect in the 


. 


and other vexatious laws affecting the 
British colonies before the revolution. Un- 
til the law is changed so as to permit 
the United States court to make its own 
levy in casé of the refusal of county of- 
ficials to pay a judgment of the court the 
“innocent purchasers" will have to be 
satisfied with the possession of some 
pretty bonds and an order of court. 

The “innocent. purchasers” are hardly 
entitled to much sympathy. The bonds 
were given to pay for work which was 
never done. The men to whom the bonds 
were first delivered were swindlers. Any 
prudent person who has bought the bonds 
during the last thirty years was, aware 
of the fact that no proper equivalent was 
rendered for the bonds in the first place 
and probably beught at a heavy discount 
on speculation. At the same time it must 
add a feeling of insecurity to the pos 
session of bonds of any county in any 
state to know that the payment of them 
depends upon the good wil] of the com- 
munity rather than upon any enforceable 
legal right. 

In the meantime the county has suf- 
fered. Public improvements have been at 
a standstill. Capital has been repelled, 
The rising generations have grown up to 
believe that laws are not binding. Oourt 
bas been held by stealth. The county as 
a whole and the people of it Individually 
have lost more than the value of the 
bonds, When Minnesota paid repudiated 
bonds the advertisement of honesty was 
worth much more than the expense 
amounted to. To pay the St. Clair county 
bonds would cost about $15 for every 
man, woman and child in the county. It 
would be worth ft. If,the holders of the 
bonds were to waive their legal rights and 
ask to be repaid only the cost to them of 
the bonds, with interest, and the people 
of the county were to accept the fact that 
they were swindled to begin with and that 
the best thing was to face the musie and 
pay up, it ought to be possible to com- 
promise the matter. The election of 
judges to spend ‘their term skulking in the 
brush is picturesque, but it is not profit- 
able. 

St. Clair county has proved the heroism 
of its men; now let it prove their pusiness 
sense and the county will be ready to join 
the rest of the country in the march of 
twentieth century progress.

When on the restoration of the Bourbons 
the count de Provence the French 
throne as Louls XVIII, George Stacpoole 
followed him to Paris and was created by 
him a French count. His son Richard spent 
much of his time at Rome and was created a 
pers marquis by Leo XII. and a papal duke 


Gregory XVI. 

Duke mlebard wee evecesded fivet by bis 
gon Richard and then by his son George. 
The latter played a notable role in the Roman 
revolution of 1848, assisted in the fight of 
Pius IX. from the Eterna? City, and received 
from him in recognition thergof the largest 
piece of the true cross ever wed upon 
any private besides the grand cor- 
don of the Order of Christ, which usually le 
reserved for royal and imperial nages. 

Duke George, after losing his wife, to whom 
he wae onately devoted, entered holy 
orders of the church of Rome and died asa 
domestic prelate of Leo XIIL and as an arch- 
bishop about ten years ago.

The present and fourth dukeishisson. He 
formerly served in the English army, is a 
magistrate and deputy lieutenant for County 
Galway, and is a claimant of the ancient 
English barony of Zouche, created in 1808, 

Of course the foreign titles of the duke of 
Stacpoole do not confer upon him any legal 
or social precedence whatsoever in Great 
Britain, where they are not recognised by 
either crown or government. Indeed, they 
cannot be used at court, as neither the pres- 
ent duke nor his predecessors in these foreign 
dignities have ever succeeded in securing 
from the British sovereign the requisite'per- 
migsion to make use of them in England. 

There is a long list of these foreign titles 
owned by Britons, and ae a general rule they 
will be found in an appendix of the standard 
se Peerages.”’ 

They include the Spanish dukedom of Lo- 
eada, -now held by a retired captain of the 
English navy married to an American wom- 
an, daughter of James Magee of New Or- 
leans and widow of Sir Eardley Eardley. 
The duke, curiously enough, was born in thig 
country, where his father was British consul 
at Boston. 

Then there is the papal dukedom of Gan- 
dolfil, owned by a member of the good old 
Yorkshire family of Hornyold. All of these 
having been conferred on English subjects 
are not recogniged by the English crown. 
But in cases where foreign titled families 
have come under the rule of the English 
crown, such as, for instance, the De Salis 
and the Bentincks, they have been permitted 
to retain the foreign honors which they pre- 
viously possessed and which are recognized 
at court, although they carry with them no 
precedence,

English newspapers in mentioning the ap- 
pearance of a claimant to the earldom of Sel- 
kirk in the person of an individual of the 
name of Frank Barr describe this earldom 
of Selkirk as. having been in abeyance since 
the death of the sixth earl without issue in 
1885. This is a istake. Tite earldom in 
question ig not in abeyance, At the death of 
the late Lord Selkirk twenty-two years ago 
it devolved upon the duke of Hamilton, and 
is now included among the latter's many 
honors., It was created in 1646 in favor of the 
first marquis of Douglas’ eldest son by his 
second marriage—namely: William Douglas. 
But on marrying Anne, duchess of Hamilton 
in her own right, as heiregs of James Hamil- 
ton, duke of Hamilton, he, inaccordance 
with the custom which then prevailed (and 
that still survives in Spain), assumed his 
wife’s honors, became duke of Hamilton, and 
therefore resigned the eardom of Selkirk into 
the hands of the king, who conferred it by a 
new patent upon the duke’s younger sons, 
primogenitally. 

The late earl of Selkirk died, ag I have said, 
in 1885 as keeper of the great seal of Scotland 
and his widow still survives. It was under 
her chaperonage that young Mrs. Spender 
Clay, William Waldorf Astor’s daughter, 
made her début in English society. She is 
a strong minded woman and enjoys a wide- 
spread celebrity in London society for cour- 
age and common sense owing to her boldness 
in renting the so-called “ haunted house ”’ in 
Berkeley square, which, owing to its evil 
name, had remained unoccupied for a score 
of years or more. Lady Selkirk bought it for 
@ mere song on a long lease and, having en- 
tirely cleared its reputation, has now restored 
it into a valuable piece of property. 

Lady Selkirk, at her place up in Scotland, 
had in her pogsession until recently, and pos- 
sibly still retains, the log books of Paul 
Jones, and unless I am much mistaken an 
official report to this effect, written by Capt. 
Stockton while naval attaché of the Amer- 
ican embassy in London, is on file in the 
naval department at Washington,

“If the Church of England shall at any 
time hereafter be separated from the state 
or shall separate itgelf from the state I ex- 
pressly declare that any transfer or appro- 
priation of my endowments and gifts to such 
chureh so separated or to any new or other 
ecclesiastical body will be contrary to my in- 
tentions as donor and founder.”

President McCormick and Counsel Lindley 
of the drainage district contended, when 
they appeared before the secretary of war 
recently, that Lake Michigan originally was 
within the watershed of the Mississippi, and 
that when the state of Illinois was admitted 
into the union it became invested with the 
title to the bed of Lake Michigan within ite 
boundaries. Congress and the state author- 
ized the construction of the Illinois and Mich- 
igan canal, connecting the southern bank of 
Lake Michigan with the Illinois river, and 
thus recreated an outlet from the Jake into 
the Mississippi and reéstablished the prehis- 
toric national waterway. Canada had noth- 
ing to say in objection to the construction of 
this canal, nor did it protest when the sani- 
tary waterway was built. 


Future Interference Feared. 


Both Mr. McCormick and Mr. Lindley con- 
tended that the laws under which action 
has been taken were valid and constitutional, 
and in attempting to provide for Calumet 
territory the state acted within its police 
power.’ If Canada ig to be allowed to come 
in and say what Illinois and Chicago may 
do with their own water, then the United 
States may expect interference in the control 
of systems with which the dominion has not 
the remotest connection. 

So far as concerns the report of the water- 
ways commission that the levels of the lakes 
will be lowered if the Calumet extension be 
carried out, there seems to be a good deal of 
doubt whether any reduction in levels ac- 
tually will occur. It is generally agreed that 
fluctuations of more than nine inches occur 
frequently, and it is established that the 
levels for the five years subsequent to the 
opening of the drainage canal have been on 
an average higher than for the preceding 
five years. Mr. McCormick gave utterance 
to an expresgion when he spoke at the war 
department which is regarded as an answer 
to the declaration of the diplomat referred 
to above: 

“T am informed by competent legal au- 
thorities,”’ he said, “ that it is questionable 
whether the federal government, through its 
treaty making power, through its power over 
interstate commerce and navigable waters, 
or through any executive officer can forbid 
the taking of water for domestic and sani- 
tary purposes. However, being sure of the 
reasonableness of our desires and the utter 
folly and bigotry of those who oppose them, 
and: desirous not to start litigation between 
the local and national governments and fo 
avoid the creation of sectional feeling in our 
common country, we come in accordance 
with the wishes of congress to obtain a per- 
mit from the secretary of war.”’ 

> 


Justice in English View. 


There is no doubt that the administration 
finds justice in the position adopted by the 
British and Canadian authorities, and this 
view is strengthened by the urgent recom- 
mendations which have been made the 
American lake navigation interests. It was 
pointed out today that the sanitary commis- 
sion had suggested that Chicago could dis- 
pose of ite sewage by means of filtration. 
Mr. McCormick declared it was impossible 
in the case of Chicago to adopt this system, 
because the only available territory is situ- 
ated in the state of Indiana, and it ig be- 
yond reason to suppose that state will allow 
any part of ite territory, which it hopes will 
some day be built up as well as Chicago itself, 
to be used as a mere receptacle for the refuse 
of a great city of a neighboring state. 

But the attention of the state department 
has been called to the fact that Newark is 
about to adopt the filtration system in order 
to stop the pollution of the Passaic river, 
and reports received from abroad indicate 
that the filtration system is being used with 
success by Paris and other great cities. It 
is suggested that instead of spending money 
upon the extension of the drainage canal the 
proper thing for Chicago to do is to heed 
the suggestion of the waterways commis- 
sion. In this way the lake levels and that 
of the St. Lawrence will not be disturbed and 
no protest can be made by Great Britain 
in behalf of the Canadian government.

Fight in Congress Certain. 


It is one thing for the government to nego- 
tiate a treaty limiting the supply of water 
for the Chicago drainage canal and another 
thing to have it ratified by the senate and se- 
cure legislation for its execution, upon which 
both houses, of course, would have to pass. 
Senators Cullom and Hopkins have an- 
nounced their intention to insist that the 
rights of Chicago be respected. As chairman 
of the foreign relations committeesgof the 
senate, to which all treaties must be re- 
ferred, Senator Cullom stands In an excellent 
position to prevent action upon any conven- 
tion not entirely satisfactory to the people of 
Chicago. 

Secretary Root is getting in touch with 
senators and representatives from Illinois, 
and is urging upon them the view that the 
whole country is affected by the Chicago 
drainage project, and that it is the duty of 
Chicago not only to consider her own inter- 
ests but those of the entire country. 

Uniess some agreement is made in regard 
to the drainage canal it will be impossible to 
negotiate a treaty, as Canada has an- 
nounced that the diversion of water at Chi- 
cago must be considered at the same time 
with the diversion of water from the Niagara 
river. In other words,'the preservation of 
Niagara falls, which has been the con- 
cern of thousands of Americans, is ingepara- 
bly bound up with the extension of the Chi- 
cago drainage canal. 


> 
Niagara Falls Crux of Situation. 


The total quantity of water to be taken 
from the Niagara river by work now author- 
ized is 60,900 cubic feet per second, of which 
26,700 cubic feet is to be taken on the Amer- 
ican and 84,200 cubic feet on the Canadian 
side. That is to say, 27 per cent of the aver- 
age discharge and 32 per cent of the low 
water discharge of the river will cease to pass 
over the falls. 

Under the act passed by the last congress, 
Secretary Taft has granted revocable per- 
mits to companies which actually had been 
diverting water under authority from the

New York, March 26.—[Special.]—The di- 
vorce proceedings instituted by Mme.

GERMANTOWN PHYSICIAN TELLS 
OF REBUKE TO MARY 6ORG. 


Dr. George A. Cameron, Whe Has 
Applied for Lunacy Commission to 
Rid Himself of Amatory Attentions 
eof Young Woman, Says Appeal te 
Courts Is Last Resort—Attorney 
Thinks Victim of Paranoia Should 
Be Piaced in Institution. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 26.—[{Spectal!.}— 
Dr. George A. Cameron, a wealthy German- 
town physician, who found it neceasary to call 
upon the courts to rid himeelf of the amatory 
attentions of Miss Mary Sorg, said today 
that once before he had been successful in 
resiating her advances. 

At that time he had slapped her violently 
upon the face. 

“T thought it would have a permanent ef- 
fect,”’ he said, “ for she did not annoy me for 
three weeks. But when she persisted in 
coming around again what could I do, but 
call upon the courts when physical means 
failed? 

“It was this way. One evening last fall I 
was leaving my house to visit some patients 
and had only taken a few steps before 1 was 
aware that some one was following me. 
Thinking I recognized Miss Sorg, and as 
she had previously annoyed me, I called to 
her to go awey. But she only ran towards 
me. I ordered her away, but she re- 
fused to go. I: slapped her face, and 
this had the desired effect. I did not see her 
again for three weeks." 


Wants Sanity: Investigated. 

Dr. Cameron made this statement today in 
commenting upon his request that the courts 
appoint a commission in lunacy to examine 
the young woman's condition. He declares 
she is suffering from paranoia, the same form 
of mental unsoundness that Jerome in New 
York thinks Thew is afflicted with. 

Ex-Judge Dimmer Beeber, Cameron's 
counsel, who has made a reputation in in- 
sanity cases, said: 

“I believe she is suffering from paranoia 
and should be confined in dn institution where 
she can. be. cured. Her relatives, however, 
are much opposed to having her declared in- 
sane. Her delusions are not particularly 
dangerous, but no one can tell what they 
might leadto. She has threatened the doctor, 
arid also her own life. I understand that one 
sister has refused to put up with her any 
longer, and another sister took her in. 


Insists Doctor Loves Her. 

“Dr. Cameron at no time gave thé young 
woman reason to believe he was fond of her, 
put that is her delusion, and she has given the 
doctor no end of trouble and annoyance. 
When told by her relatives that the doctor 
did not love her, she declared that this wasa 
conspiracy to take him from her.”

Mupkogee, I. T., March 26.—As a result of 
a fight between members of an organization 
of negroes known ag the United Socialists on 
one side and city and government officers 
on the other, late this afternoon, John Co- 
field, a white police officer, was shot through 
the body just above the heart fand will die; 
Guy Fisher, white, a clerk in a wholesale 
grocery establishment, was shot through the 
shoulder; Sam and Elbert Barker and a man 
named Scott, all negroes, are dead, two other 
negroes whose names cannot be learned. were 
badly wounded and are in hiding with friends, 
and six negroes are in jail, 

The United Socialists are established in 
many Indian territory towns and one of their 
claime is that the United States authorities 
have no jurisdiction over its members. The 
leader of the organization, William Wright, 
& negro preacher, is among thoge arrested. 


Negroes Fire on Officers. 

The fight took place at a house occupied 
by the members of the organization. Officer 
Cofield went to the house to serve a warrant 
on Hilbert Barker and was shot down. In 
response to @ riot call United States Deputy 
Marshals Ledbetter, Hubbard, Williams, and 
Smith responded. When they reached the 
porch of the building they were met by the 
Barkers and in reply to the demand that they 
surrender one of the negroes raised his 
Winchester rifle to fire on the officers. The 
four officers opened fire almost simuManeous- 
ly, both of the negroes being wounded, 

Entire City Under Arms. 

Falling againet the side of the house, the 
negroes, although mortally wounded, re- 
turned the fire, but without effect. Then 
followed a fusillade in which about fifty 
shots were fired, resulting tn the woundin 
of Fisher and the two other negroes an 
the killing of Scott. 

Tonight nearly every white man in the 
city is armed in anticipation of any further 
rioting that may occur.

Fort Dodge, Ia., March 26.—{Special.}—

Spinsters Glower at Mayor. 


The man who started the trouble sat on his 
throne in the council room facing rows of 
scowling countenances ranged along the side 
of the room reserved for the spinsters’ dele- 
gation, while the councilors stumbled nery- 
ously through some routine work relating to 
sewers and sidewalks. 

The excited crowd In the room wasn’t a bit 
interested in these things and had worked 
itself up into a brain storm of impatience 
when at last the mayor announced that the 
marriage ordinance would be taken up. Then 
there was a howl which subsided just long 
enough to let the clerk read the ordinance. 

The ordinance says in part: 

“That all able bodied«men between the 
ages of 25 and 45 years, whose mental and 
physical propensities and capabilities are 
normal, and who are not now married, shal! 
be required to obtain a license and a bride 
and straightway be exalted to a state of con- 
nubial bliss. 

“ Any person or persons failing to comply 
with the provisions of thie ordinance shal! 
be fined a sum not less than $10 nor more than 
$100, according to the degree of crimina] neg- 
ligence.’”’ 


Everybody Jumps Up to Talk. 

For five minutes every bachelor and spin- 
ster was standing up, all trying to talk at 
once, and in the din even the mayor couldn’t 
hear the pounding of the gavel. Finally, 
with the aid of the police, some order was 
restored and Miss Jennie Cameron, leader 
and spokeswoman of the enraged spinsters, 
got a hearing. 

Miss Cameron, who is a confirmed spinster 
and principal of a girls’ school, seemed about 
to weep, but steadied herself to say that it 
would be a horrid thing to pase this law and 
force women who had dedicated their lives 
to serious things into unwelcome matrimony. 
It was robbing them of their rights and lib- 
erty, she said, and she shook a little fist at 
Mayor Bennett.

MEXIGO IN PEACE ROLE? 


DIAZ REQUESTED. TO INTERVENE 
IN CENTRAL AMERICAN WAR. 


‘Salvador’s:. Diplomatic Representative 
Calle ‘on President of Southern Re- 
public and Wants Him to Take 
Steps to End Conflict Between Hon- 
duras and Niearagua—Message Is 
Sent to Washington and United 
States May Join in Pacific Move. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March 26.—Mexico at 
last has been requested to intervene and use 
her best efforts to bring about peace in Cen- 
tral America. The request came from. the 
republic of Salvador and was made to Presi- 
dent: Diaz. by Dr. Balfagzar -Estupinian, the 
minister to Mexico from Salvador. 

Mfnister Estupinian received a telegram 
from his government saying Salvador was 
withdrawing all her troops from Honduras’ 
territory and was eager for peace. 


Urges Mexico to Act, 

In the message the Salvadorean govern- 
ment asked Dr. Estupinian to use his best 
efforts to cause the government of Mexico 
to take a firm stand for peace. As soon as 
Dr. Estupinian read the message he drove 
to the national palace and was granted an 
interview with President eee Ah gp tran-

ST. PETERSBURG. March 26.—The lower 
house of parliament this afternoon adopted 
the preliminary constitutional democratic 
resolution providing for the abolition of 
drumhead courts martial, and instructing 
the committee to. draw up and. pregent a 
bill to this effect with as little delay as pos- 
sible. The vote was almost unanimous, only 
twenty-two extreme reactionists voting in 
the negative. 

After, the vote had been taken Premier 
Stolypin, who had.just had a’ long confer- 
ence with Emperor Nicholas, announced the 
government's position, stating that so lorg 
as ‘‘ the bloody miasma of terrorism over- 
shadowed the jand’’ it did not feel justified 
in withdrawing entirely such unfortunate 
represeive measures, but that orders had 
been given that drumhead courts martial 
be hereafter employed only in cases of ex- 
treme and vital necessity. 


Premier Defends Government. 

Continuing the premier said: 

“In your hands rests the reconciliation 
of Russia. If you fulfill your task this law 
and other repressive mearures will die a nat- 
bloody 
handed executioners, but Ruseia is able to 
distinguish between blood on the hands of a 
hangman and on a of an experienced 
surgeon.

GALLS TRADE PEACEBASIS 


AMBASSADOR BRYCE TELLS VIEWS 
AT NEW YORK BANQUET. 


Praises Growth of City and Declares 
Belief That Ties of Commerce and 
Transportation Between Great Brit- 
ain and America Form Guarantee of 
Good Will Between Nationse— 
Thinks England Should Not Worry 
About American Stock Market. 


New York, March. 26—James Bryce, the 
British ambassador, 
New York chamber of commerce today. 
Many distinguished men were in the great 
gathering which congregated in the cham- 
ber, and the ambaszador was given a warm 
greeting. Former Mayor Seth Low welcomed 
him in a brief speech. In reply Mr. Bryce 


said: 

“IT can find no worda which are adequate 
to express my sincere gratitude for this kind 
reception and the many other kind greetings 
I have been jhe recipient of throughout the 
United States ¢eince my arrival here in a 
representative capacity. 

‘No one may visit New York without be- 
ing struck with the amazing progress that 
has been made. There is no port through 
which so much commerce passes and no port 
into which so much commerce comes. At 
least one-half of the products of the I/nited 
States goes to other countries through New 
York, and one-third of the commerce from 
other countries through .he same port. 


Peace Insured by Trade. 

*“* The increase in commerce is one of. the 
most important of the tiles that bind one 
country ‘to another. I believe the ties of 
commerce and transportation existing be- 
tween countries In’the interchange of com- 
moditids gives each country a motive for 
peace with every othercountry. Trade needs 
peace and security. I look upon’such trade 
as exfsts between the United Statés, and 


‘Great Britain as a ‘guarantee of good will 


resting upon a material as well as upon a 
sentimental basis. The more each takes the 


more each gives, the better it is for both.”’ 


Mr. Bryce then spoke about the. oscillations 
in the market. He said that. when a bold 
Alpine climber started out to scale a moun- 
tain with his equipment his relatives sur- 
rounded him and begged him sto be careful 
and avoid all unnecessary risks. 


Stock Market Must Oscillate. 


“The timid European might be tempted 
to address such entreaties to you," he added, 
“but I have had enough experience in the 
English board of trade to:know that it would 
be useless. The oscillations of stock securi- 
ties are as inevitable as the change in tem- 
perature. All we can. do is ‘to treat them 
with serenity. I believe those oscillations 
which océeasionally occur here do not affect 
the permanent prosperity or stability of 
great undertakings or:commerce as a whole. 
They do-not- indicate anything unsound tn 
the condition of the country.:.I believe there 
is no contingency which might arise with 
which you cannot, grapple, and this is cround 
for satisfaction for us England as wellas for 
you here.’

San Francisco, Cal., March 26.—[Special: ]— 
Testimony before the grand jury today shows 
that after Ruef and his coin hungry board 
of supervisors had accepted bribes handéd 
out for franchises by the Pacific States and 
the Home Telephone companies they were 
preparing to sell out a third ti to the 
United States Independent Telephone com- 
pany. 

Samuel Jacoby, agent of the United States 
Independent Telephone company, contributed 
thie and other testimony againet Ruef and 
the supervisors. 

The Independent company had ‘not been 
long in the field before it learned the privilege ~ 
had been secured irregularly by the Home 
company. 

Dr. Ferdinand Butterfield, who was tos. 
trusted with the mission of securing the 
franchise for the United States concern, esti- 
mated it would be worth at least $1,000,000 to 
the municipality. He knew from experience 
that the Home company’s franchise in Oak- 
land cost $35,000 and in Berkeley $48,000. 


Ruef Ready to “Arrange.” 


When Butterfield finally learned the Home 
company was getting its franch in San 
Francisco for $100,000 he was surprised, until 
he received a ietter from Ruef making over- 
tures about like privileges that could be se- 
cured by the Independent company. 

Jacoby was acquainted with the contents 
of this letter from Ruef, and in the course 
of time came into possession of all the plans 
outlined by Ruef, who gave positive assur- 
ance that there would be no difficulty in 
“ arranging matters.”’ 

The United States company was anxious 
for the franchise, but it refused to do busi- 
nese with Ruef, and the negotiations ended 
abruptly. 

Ruef Prepares New “Coup’’? 

The lawyers representing Ruef laid before 
Judge Dunne today what they regard as the 
foundation for another application to the 
Supreme court for a writ of habeas corpus. 
Henry Ach submitted an order instructing 
Elisor Biggy to admit to see Ruef, at reason- 
able times and on order of his attorneys, 
members of the prisoner’s family, business 
associates, his office force, and his lawyers. 

Judge Dunne refused to make such an order 
or to so Instruct the elisor. The defense took 
an objection and they will probably seek a 
writ In the Supreme court to compel Judge 
Dunne to issue the order. 

The defense claims that while Ruef is 
technically in the custody of Elisor Biggy, 
he is In fact the prisoner of Detective Burns. 
They declare he is hampered because he is 
mot permitted to interview those who might 
be of assistance to him, and that technically 
he ig in solitary confinement. Burns and 
Biggy probably will soften Ruef’s imprison- 
ment. They both took him today to his 
office and allewed him to confer with his as- 
sociates. 

The trial of Ruef for extortion of French 
restaurant keepers was continued for one 
week to permit Prosecutor Heney to com- 
plete the hearing of witnesses to the tele- 
phone graft.

PATROLMEN SUE CIVIL BOARD. 


Seek to Abolish Grade of Sergeant and 
Have Reinstated Three Classes 
Stricken Out. 


Two bills against the board of civil service 
commissioners were filed in the Superior 
court yesterday in the behalf of W. D. Voss, 
R. J. Blaney, J. J. Gavin, and J. Q. Reilly, all 
patrolmen, who seek to restrain the payment 
of salaries to sergeants appointed since Nov. 
8, 1906. It is contended that the grade of 
sergeant is not legal, and that the grades of 
desk, patrol, and detective sergeant should 
prevail. The complainants say they were in 
line of promotion for desk sergeant when 
the grade was abolished. 

Protest was made against placing the 
bridgetenders on the civil list after July 1. 
The men gay they will be required to work 
twelve hours a day, a violation of union rules, 
and that $39,700 must be added to the present 
appropriation of $77,840 to make the change. 
If any power forces them to work twelve 
hours a day, the civil service reformers say, 
it will be superhuman.
